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35 U.S.C. 101 reads as follows: 

Whoever invents or discovers any new and useful process, machine, manufacture, or composition of 
matter, or any new and useful improvement thereof, may obtain a patent therefor, subject to the 
conditions and requirements of this title. 

Claims 12 and 13 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 101 because the claimed 
invention is directed to non-statutory subject matter. These claims are seen as non- 
statutory because they recite the non-functional descriptive matter of the coded data 
stream, per se or stored on a storage medium, produced by the disclosed method of 
encoding. Stated another way these claims are to the result of the encoding method 
rather than the encoding method or process/program that produced them and do not 
impart functionality. Neither the recent addition of "computer-implemented" nor the 
previously recited "have been channel encoded seems sufficient to redeem these 
claims as they still are directed to non-functional result. 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by another 
filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent granted on an 
application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent, 
except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 351(a) shall have the effects 
for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States only if the international application 
designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) of such treaty in the English language. 

Claim 1, 2, 4-13 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as anticipated by Kikuchi et 
al. (US 6148028 A). Kikuchi et al. disclose in figure 3A the stream format for a data 
stream with unequal error protection for different layers (col. 38 lines 4-19) of the stream 
including a single length field that comprises the length of the respective layers "upper 
layer code amount" and "lower layer code amount" as seen in figure 3A. In figure 39 
and its associated description the channel coder is described as performing the variable 
length encoding and error correction coding as well as the motion compensation and 
quantization. No particular order seems to be given to whether the length field from 
figure 3A represents the length before or after the error correction encoding so the 
assumption is made that length indication which is shown is entered before error 
correction coding (not shown in as its own block) or "channel encoding" (per the claim). 
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Claims 6-1 1 appear to be restatement of the basic UEP with the length field as a 
decoding method, decoder, transmitter, and receiver. 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claim 3 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Kikuchi et 
al. (US 6148028 A). The placement of the length information as representing the length 
before or after would seem to be a matter of programmer's choice
